Rennes, to Mold them selv es ia readiness 
to march on the town at the hrst sign 
of disorder to occupy ail strategical 
pt)iuts and to repress m anifestations in 
their inception. 
The local anti Dreyfusard organs, by 
their auti-foreigu articles, hav e already 
singled out foreiguers as enem ies of the 
country, and there is little doubt that 
foreign journalists w ill be the iirst v ic­ 
tims of the v iolence of the mob—not so 
much anglo-Saxous as Austrian, Ger­ 
man and Russian J ews, who form a 
majority of the press representation of 
their resjiectiv e countries. 
The iirst w itness called was an A us­ 
tro-Hungarian refugee named Cernus- 
ohi. 
In C enm schi’s testim ony, which was 
in the form ot a letter to the president 
of the courtmartial, (Joiouel Jouaust, he 
claimed t.^at on three distinct occasions, 
twice in h'rauce and once at tjreuev a, he 
was told by a iiigh tiluced foreign officer 
that Dreyfus had conimuuicated treason­ 
able documents to a foreign power.

SCHEME OE A GEEHAN SCIENTIST. 


Herr Z ek elt’s V oyage la E xpected to 
E m brace F am ilia r C ountries Only. 
>one bn* German* W ill Accompany 
Him—C onstruction and E quipm ent

A balloon enterprise is being ar­ 
ranged in Berlin, the main purpose of 
which is to discover experim entally 
how long a balloon may remain In the 
air before com ing to the ground. 
Herr Zekeli is to carry out this ex- I uiay not 
periment. which w ill be made as soon 
(lsuaj ^a 
now as the weather is favorable, says 
the St. Louis Republic. 
The balloon 
which will be used has already seen 
service as a captive balloon in the Ber­ 
lin Industrial exhibition three years 
ago. 
Its cubic capacity is greater than 
the Andree airship by about 1,200cubic 
meters (42.380 cubic feet), w hile the 
car will accom m odate 
1 2 0 hundred­ 
w eight. 
The difficulty of supplying 
the hydrogen gas required for this 
enormous balloon has been ov acoine 
by the United chem ical works at Leo- 
poldshall. 
Only Germans will take part In the 
voyage, which is expected to beat the 
world’s record, held by France. As the 
prevailing winds in Europe are Wester­ 
ly, it is thought the balloon may be 
carried across Russia, though a voyage 
to China is not intended. 
Dr. Von 
Berold. director of the Royal Prussian 
Meteorological 
Institute 
of 
Berlin, 
says that Herr Andree had been rec­ 
ommended by the Berlin authorities to 
make som e such experim ent before 
starting on Dis fatal voyage. The ad­ 
vice w as not accepted. 
Had it been, 
the Andree story m ight have run d if­ 
ferently. 
In a recent interview Herr Zekell 
said: “The undertaking which I have 
In hand will try sim ply to solve the 
important scientific problem of how 
long a tim e the up to date balloon 
fully equipped with all modern ap 
pointm ents aud of great carrying ca 
paeit.v, can be sustained in the air. 
My journey in the balloon will be 
taken under the influence of a w ester­ 
ly or northwesterly wind, for which I 
shall wait. 
The proposed trip is ex ­ 
pected to embrace fam iliar countries 
only and at the most to extend Into 
Asia. 
I shall use the international 
formula for transm itting m essages as i 
I pursue my course, tie' m essages to i 
be carried by the pigeons horn all 
principal points over which we shall 
pass. 
“Besides the necessary scientific in­ 
strum ents. 
photographic 
apparatus, 
carrier pigeons and 
provisions, 
the 
balloon 
will

The ballon will have room, uot 
only for all Hie usual equipments, but 
w ill a fi ord plenty of space for the 
passengers, alternately, to enjoy a rest. 
“My balloon is made of silk, three 
thicknesses in the upper two-thirds 
and tw o in the lower third, all varnish­ 
ed tw ice over, inside and out.

An In g en io u s D evice on Trial at the 
W hmIi in M on Pont allice. 
The W ashington postoffice authori­ 
ties are making a test of an interesting 
device for registering collections at 
mail boxes. 
Two trial routes have 
been selected, ami carriers on those 
routes have been equipped with tile in­ 
vention. 
This is of circular form, 
about four inches in diam eter, and car­ 
ries inside a thin rim a slip of ordinary 
i blotting paper. 
The inner part of the 
i ring com prises a mechanism for regis­ 
tering numbers, the principle of which 
be widely different from the 
tabulating stamp. 
Just inside 
the door of each mail box is a small 
iron brace, one side screwed to the box, 
the free end having the letters of the 
oute and the number of the box, as, 
for exam ple, “CC I.” 
When the carrier opens the box, he 
simply Inserts the free end of the brace 
within a slot in the device, which he 
carries in his letter pouch and readily 
adjusts at each box. 
The impress of 
the letters of th** rou e and number of 
the box are impressed clearly on the 
paper, and the device autom atically 
passes up one number for the next box 
“CC 2,” for instance. 
On returning 
to the postoffice the carrier deposits 
the bit of paper, which faithfully re­ 
cords the route he has taken. 
The device has been on trial for a 
few *lays by order of the postoffice de­ 
partment and has worked most satis­ 
factorily. says the W ashington Post. 
It Is intended not solely for the detec­ 
tion of carriers who may shirk their 
work, but also for the protec.tion of 
those who are faithful. 
Recently the 
failure of carriers to collect an Imper 
taut letter on Fourteenth street was 
traced, but it w as im possible to ascer 
tain which one of two men w as negli­ 
gent in not visiting a certain mail box. 
Then occasionally new carriers who 
are unfam iliar with their route miss 
certain boxes for days. 
The invention 
prevents any possibility of svich an ce 
clarence, as it is said to be impossible 
for a carrier to beat the device, which 
is both cheap and sim ple in mechan­ 
ism.

stopped at the Auditorium Annex, says 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. Professor 
Tasam oto speaks with authority upon 
this subject, fur he comes to the U L u t­ 
ed States on a mission for the imperial 
governm ent of Japan to study iron 
construction and architecture in gen­ 
eral. 
As 
aptly 
put 
by 
Professor 
Tasam oto, he will study architecture 
in the United States aud the history 
of architecture in Europe. 
“Japan is likely soon to become a 
great market for the American iron 
trade,” said Professor Tasam oto yes­ 
terday. “Tile Japanese governm ent is 
becom ing interested in Iron construc­ 
tion because it appears to be the safest 
plan of construction for Japan, which 
is subject to earthquakes. 
Japanese 
buildings are as a rule light wooden 
structures, but the more modern and 
substantial styles of architecture are 
being introduced.

fei-sor Tasamoto. 
“The Bank of Japan is TO feet high,” 
lie said, “and tho architects of Japan 
consider IGG feet as the limit of height i 
for building, even with the most solid 
construction. 
We must build with re­ 
gard to the earthquakes, and so all 
Japanese buildings must be low in 
comparison 
with your tall business i 
blocks. 
I spent five days in San Fran- I 
cisco and tw o days in Omaha. 
The I 
Omaha exposition buildings are of fine : 
architecture. We must necessarily de- ; 
pend on the United States for much . 
of our iron, as at present Japan lins 
no plants for manufacturing struc­ 
tural iron. 
One will lie established 
soon. !>ut Japan will alw ays lie at a 
disadvantage in the m anufacture of 
iron, as we have only a poor quality of 
ore. 
We have large fields of good 
coal, but the pig iron must be import­ 
ed from the United States; so, no m at­ 
ter to what extent we may develop 
the manufacture of iron, we will still 
be dependent on the United States for 
the raw material, 
I shall visit Eng­ 
land and most of the continental coun­ 
tries before returning to Japan and 
will make a thorough study of your 
architecture tis well as its history.”

ries inside a thin rim a slip o f ordinary 
blotting paper. 
The inner part of the 
ring com prises a mechanism for regis­ 
tering numbers, the principle of which 
may not Im* widely different from the 
usual tabulating stamp. 
Just inside 
the door of each mail box is a small 
iron brace, one side screwed to tile box, 
the free end having the letters of the 
route and the number of the box, as, 
for exam ple, “CC I.” 
When the carrier opens the box. lie 
sim ply Inserts the free end of the brace 
within a slot in the device, which he 
carries in his letter pouch and readily 
adjusts at each box. 
Tile Impress of 
tile letters of the roire and number of 
the box are impressed clearly on the 
paper, and tile device autom atically 
passes iij) one num ber for the next box 
—“CC 2.” for instance. 
On returning 
to the postoffice the carrier deposits 
the bit of paper, which faithfully re­ 
cords the route lie lias taken. 
The device has been on trial for a 
few days by order o f the postoffice de­ 
partment and has worked most sa tis­ 
factorily. says the W ashington Post. 
It is intended riot solely for the detec­ 
tion of carriers who may shirk their 
work, but also for the protection of 
those w ho are faithful. 
Recently tho 
failure of carriers to collect an imper 
taut letter on Fourteenth street was 
traced, but it w as im possible to ascer­ 
tain which one of tw o men w as negli­ 
gent in not visiting a certain mail box. 
Then occasionally new carriers who 
are unfam iliar with their route miss 
certain boxes for days. 
The invention 
prevents any possibility of snob an ce 
currence. as it is said to be impossible 
for a carrier to beat tile device, which 
is both cheap and simple in m echan­ 
ism.

African situation and the kind of cam ­ 
paigning which will take place if the 
Boers do not accede to the dem ands 
of G reat B ritain are of interest, says 
the Chicago Evening Lost. 
They de­ 
clare th a t every English soldier who 
has served in South Africa aud under­ 
stands tile treatm ent to which the uit- 
landers of the T ransvaal have been 
subjected by the Boers will go into the 
fight with a sp in t born of patriotism 
aud will be inspired by the feeling that 
he is contending for a principle. 
In the opinion of these old cam paign­ 
ers there could be but one result of a 
contiict with the Dutch republic, and 
that would be an im m ediate and over­ 
whelming victory for the British. They 
point out the fact that England con­ 
trols the three gatew ays into 
that 
country, th a t the Boers would be un­ 
able to land supplies aud th at there are 
12.000 available British soldiers in In­ 
dia, w hence transports would be able 
to m ake the trip in six days. 
Then 
the feeling of the natives is strong 
against the Boers owing to the fact 
that the latter hold the natives in prac­ 
tical slavery. 
Many are unmercifully 
flogged by their D utch m asters on the 
slightest 
provocation. 
This 
harsh 
treatment serves to keep the natives 
ready to join iii anything which prom ­ 
ises them 
the 
slightest relief from 
their servitude. 
• It is undoubtedly true,” said Cor­ 
poral Ttidgwell, “th at the Boers are 
well supplied with the latest arm s aud 
have the advantage of being thorough­ 
ly intrenched in a rocky, hilly country, 
with which they are perfectly familiar. 
Their w eakest point is their blindness 
to the strength of the British army.' 
They are obtuse in the highest degree, 
and it is impossible to m ake them un­ 
derstand th a t there are more British 
troops th an they have personally seen. 
This stupidity is so pronounced as to 
be absurd. No doubt President K ruger 
grasps to a degree the strength of his 
opponent from a m ilitary standpoint, 
but it is quite as certain that his chief 
advisers and his people in general en­ 
tertain the belief th a t they can easily 
whip England. 
It would probably be 
impossible to find a people more blind­ 
ly insular than the Boers.”

suffered in a battle with the natives. 
T he death rate am ong the men with 
helm ets was com paratively low. There 
w as also a general disposition on the 
part of the M atabeles and the Masho­ 
nas to talk aud parley with the im­ 
perial troops. 
These conditions com­ 
bined to m ake tile volunteers bitter to­ 
w ard their black foes, while the lat­ 
ter stood in superstitious aw e of the 
men with the helmets. 
“Well, when we closed in on tho. 
M ashonas, having surrounded the hill, 
the blacks disappeared into their caves, 
into which we at once began to throw 
shells, having a battery of mule back 
and tripod guns with us. 
Finally the 
big chief, whose nam e w as pronounced 
Mashomgombie, stalked boldly out of 
the mouth of the cave aud w as evi­ 
dently intending to enter Into a parley 
w ith the com m ander of the imperial 
forces. 
But a detail of volunteers was 
standing near, and before the chief 
had an opportunity to surrender he 
w as riddled by a volley. 
T h at broke 
the backbone of the uprising. 
The 
fight in the caves lasted 36 hours. 
“The 
blunderbusses, 
or 
elephant 
guns, used by the natives are wicked 
things of enormous bore. 
The soldiers 
called them ‘family guns,’ for the rea­ 
son th at the charges found in those 
which fell into our hands appeared to 
have been made up by all the members 
of the w arrior’s household. The c h a r g e 
w as a m ixture of pot legs, buttons, 
scraps of telegraph wire, stones ami 
bits of metal in alm ost every shape. 
These arm s were never fired from the 
shoulder, but from the hip. 
The wo­ 
men are fully as good fighters as the 
men—in fact, I have seen some of tie* 
latter hide behind their wives, think­ 
ing the English would not fire on a 
w om an warrior. 
“W hen going out on a scouting ex­ 
pedition, it is impossible to take ra­ 
tions for more than about tw o weeks. 
A fter these give out one m ust rely on 
game, but if this is not to be hail wold 
peanuts and maize are the staple a r­ 
ticles of the cam paigner’s diet..

General I ’hauoiiic, m inister of w ar un­ 
der Frisson, who is a man above re­ 
proach. told me a fte r lie bad resigned 
that ho believed Dreyfus guilty. While 
the arm y w ants him convicted to pro­ 
tect itsi lf, it is undoubtedly true that 
the

guilty. 
Dreyfus is an exceedingly cold 
aud unsym pathetic man, who is not 
liked personally even by those who are 
doing ilie most for him. 
In fact, it is 
not a question any longer of the guilt 
or innocence of an individual, but the 
whole m atter is a question of race. 
“ In the event of an acquittal I do not 
believe that the an ti-Dreyfus element 
would precipitate a revolution, because 
to *1«> so would be for the m ajority to 
rebel, an unheard of and absurd thing. 
And they would be largely influenced 
tow ard peace by commercial reasons 
and the fear of m aking the exposition 
a failure. 
But if D reyfus Is convicted 
I believe th at another revolution will 
be 
probable. 
The 
Jew ish 
bankers 
would first exert all their influence to 
secure another hearing for the prison­ 
er. aud this failing the worst m ight Im* 
expected. 
"For tw o years business has been 
very much demoralized in all branches 
by th** Dreyfus excitement. 
This last 
year it has been especially bad. 
For- 
« igners ami th** provincials are afraid 
to come to Paris. 
The uncertainty as 
to the outcome of tin* affair prevents 
wholesalers from laying in large stocks 
and hurts m anufacturing. Investment* 
of Frciu'h capital are being made els** 
where than in Franc**, 
lf Dreyfus is 
convicted, 
tin* Jew ish bankers will 
probably refuse to come to tin* aid of 
tin* government, and suspension of pay­ 
ment by tin* government banks follow­ 
ed by a panic would not bo improbable. 
In short, it

aud many believe that peace will not 
bt* restored till tin* Jew s are driven out 
of France as were tin* P rotestants.”

12 inches thick and especial­ 
ly treated, was placed at an angle of 
to degrees to th** lino of tire. 
Behind 
it was a thick backing of oak aud be­ 
hind that a great heap of sand, the 
whole calculated to lie stronger than 
the side of a battleship. The shell had 
stored in it. according to estimate, ef­ 
fective energy sufficient to more than 
raise 750,000 tons one foot. It was hurl­ 
ed against tin* steel at a velocity of 
about 2,000 feet a second. 
It struck 
and exploded with a terrific report and 
blew the ste el target clear up the oak 
backing ami 17 feet to one side. 
Bart of the oak backing and the sand 
behind it were also blown away, and 
only about four pounds of tin* steel 
fragments of the s h e ll were found.

Dr. Shepard ex­ 
presses the opinion that the fact that 
the tea plants lived through last, win­

“ In the event of an acquittal I do not 
believe that the anti-Dreyfus element 
would precipitate a revolution, because 
to do so would be for the majority to 
rebel, an unheard of and absurd tiling. 
And they would be largely influenced 
toward peace by commercial reasons 
and the fear of making the exposition 
a failure. 
But if Dreyfus is convicted 
I believe that another revolution will 
be 
probable.

The street cleaning department in 
New York made Its first experiment 
the other day with the bicycle as an 
adjunct to the work of gathering waste 
paper and other light material with 
which the roadways and sidewalks 
may be littered on Sunday. 
Hitherto 
the service has been performed by 
men equipped with the two wheeled 
contrivance called a ling carrier. This 
Is a small iron vehicle supporting the 
open 
gunny sack that the “white 
wings" trundles along, stopping wher­ 
ever there is anything to be picked up 
and carried off. 
Only a small detach­ 
ment of the street cleaning army is 
told off for tliis duty, anti the area as­ 
signed to each workman is so large 
that slow progress is made in making 
the rounds with the chi fashioned bag 
carrier. 
It is all one man can do iii 
the hours that constitute a working 
day to cover his ground. By means of 
th** bicycle it Is expected that each 
section may lie gone over once long 
before the day is spent and twice if 
that be needful to keep the streets in 
good Sunday trim. 
The experiment was made in that 
part of the city known in the depart­ 
ment as section 15, which is in charge 
of Acting Foreman Michael Foley, says 
the New York Sun. 
This section is 
bounded by Fifth and Thirteenth ave­ 
nues. Seventeenth and Twenty-second 
streets. 
When the matter of devising 
some speedier way of collecting the 
waste matter on Sunday was discus* 
ed, the tricycle was suggested—a tri­ 
cycle of tile type used by bakers, laun­ 
drymen and other small tradesmen as 
delivery wagons.

The garden with its different shades of 
green and great variety of bloom, with 
tho thousands of white labels, was a 
novel sight. 
The department has now decided to 
bring the garden into Washington and 
put it on some marvelously rich made 
land on the Potomac flat*, says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
This land 
20 years ago was a marsh. By means of 
walls and tree plantations it has been 
reclaimed from the tide and filled in, so 
as to be less a menace to the health of 
ti*’ city and now a site for useful till­ 
age. 
Tho trial gardens are of great 
value to the government, not only in 
experimenting with seeds, but also in 
acting as a check on contractors who 
furnish seed to the government.

A balloon enterprise is being ar­ 
ranged in Berlin, tim main purpose of 
which is to discover experim entally 
how long a balloon may remain in the 
air before com ing to the ground. 
Herr Zekeli is to carry out this e x ­ 
periment. which w ill be made as soon 
now as the w eather is favorable, says 
the St. Louis Republic. 
The balloon 
which will be used has already seen 
service as a captive balloon In the Ber­ 
lin Industrial exhibition three years 
ago. 
Its cubic capacity is greater than 
the Andree airship by about 1,200 cubic 
m eters (42,3*0 cubic feet!, w hile the 
car will accom m odate 120 hundred­ 
w eight. 
The difficulty of supplying 
tile hydrogen gas required for this 
enorm ous balloon has been ov acoine 
by tile baited chem ical works a t Leo- 
poldshall. 
Only derm a us will take part In the 
voyage, which Is expected to beat the 
world's record, held by Franco. As the 
prevailing winds In Enrols? are w ester­ 
ly, it is thought the balloon may be 
carried across Russia, though a voyage 
to China is not intended. 
I>r. Von 
Berob!, director o f the Royal Prussian 
M eteorological 
Institute 
of 
Berlin, 
says that Herr Andree had been rec­ 
ommended by the Berlin authorities to 
make some such experim ent before 
starting on his fatal voyage. The ad­ 
vice w as not accepted. 
Had it been, 
the Andree story m ight have run d if­ 
ferently. 
In a recent Interview Herr Zekoll 
said: “The undertaking which I have 
in hand will try Simply to solve the 
Important scientific problem of how 
l,*ng a tim e the up to date balloon, 
fully equipped with all modern ap­ 
pointm ents and of great carrying ca- 
paeity, can be sustained In the air.

A grow ing market for American iron 
is developing in Japan, according to 
Yastisi Tasam oto, B. A., assistan t pro­ 
fessor of architecture in the imperial 
university 
at 
Tokyo, 
who 
recently 
stopped at the Auditorium Annex, says 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Professor 
Tasam oto speaks with authority upon 
this subject, for he comes to the L idl­ 
ed States on a mission for the imperial 
governm ent of Japan to study iron 
construction and architecture in gen­ 
eral. 
As 
aptly 
put 
by 
Professor 
Tasam oto, he xx*ill study architecture 
in the United States and the history 
of architecture in Europe. 
“Japan is likely soou to become a 
great market for the Am erican iron 
trade,” said Professor Tasam oto yes­ 
terday. “The Japanese governm ent is 
becoming interested in iron construc­ 
tion because it appears to be the safest 
plan of construction for Japan, which 
is subject to earthquakes. 
Japanese 
buildings are as a rule light wooden 
structures, but the more modern and 
substantial styles of architecture are 
being introduced.

At least two of tile dashing 
Anglish riders know all about active 
campaigning lo South Africa and took 
part in several of the most exciting 
activities connected with the subjuga­ 
tion of the Matabeles and the Masho 
uas. 
These two 
men 
are Corporal 
Ridgwell and Private William Bar­ 
rett, who are members of the Seventh 
( ’Queen's Own”) hussars aud are iu 
the United States on leave of absence. 
in the event of hostilities between 
the forces of her majesty and Oorn 
Paul these soldiers will be sure to be 
recalled, as they belong to the regular 
reserve of the British army, which is 
made up of the men who have served 
five years “ with the colors'’ iu the 
field and are spending tile remaining 
seven years 
of 
their enlistment in 
readiness to respond to the call to 
anus. 
The views of these seasoned 
young soldiers regarding 
the South 
African situation and tile kind of cam ­ 
paigning which will take place if the 
Boers do uot accede to the demands 
of Great Britain are of interest, says I 
the Chicago Evening Post. 
They de­ 
clare that every English soldier who 
lias served in Sou til Africa aud under­ 
stands tile treatm ent to which the uit- 
landers of the Transvaal have beeu 
subjected by the Boers will go into the 
fight with a spir.i born of patriotism 
ami will be Inspired by the feeling that 
he is contending for a principle. 
In the opinion of these old campaign­ 
ers there could he but one result of a 
conflict with the Dutch republic, and 
that would be an immediate and over­ 
whelming victory for the British. They 
point out the fact that England con­ 
trols the three gateways into 
that 
country, th at the Boers would be un­ 
able to land supplies ami that there are 
12.000 available British soldiers in In­ 
dia, whence transports would be able 
to make the trip in six days. 
Then 
the feeling of the natives is strong 
against the Boers owing to the fact 
that the latter hold the natives in prac­ 
tical slavery. 
Many are unmercifully 
Hogged by their Dutch m asters on the 
•lightest 
provocation. 
This 
harsh 
treat meat serves to keep the natives 
ready to join in anything which prom* 
is* > them 
the 
slightest relief from 
their servitude. 
‘ It is undoubtedly true," said Cor­ 
poral Ridgw*ell. “that the Boers are 
well supplied with tile latest arms aud 
have the advantage of being thorough­ 
ly intrenched in a rocky, hilly country, 
with which they are perfectly familiar. 
Their weakest point is their blindness 
to the strength of the British army. 
They are obtuse in the highest degree. 
and it is impossible to make them un­ 
derstand that there are more British 
troops than they have personally seen. 
This stupidity is so pronounced us to 
he absurd. No doubt President Kruger 
grasps to a degree the strength of his 
opponent from a military standpoint. 
hut it is quite as certain that his chief 
advisers and his people in general en­ 
tertain the belief that they eau easily 
whip England. 
It would probably be 
impossible to find a people more blind­ 
ly insular than the Boers.” 
It is a m atter of no little surprise to 
Barrett 
aud 
Itidgwell to find 
that 
8cout Burnham, who served the (’bar­ 
tered company in the Ma (abele cam­ 
paign of 181*7. Is not almost as well 
known In America as “ Buffalo BHI.” 
‘‘I am astonished.” said Barrett, “that 
Burnham's 
name 
Is 
not 
known 
throughout the United 
States. 
Ills 
fame In South Africa Is great, and his 
dashing exploit in putting an end lo 
Oh mafia. the great ‘witch doctor* and 
chief of the Matabeles, made him a 
hero among the soldiers as well as 
among the people. 
All the circum 
m a noes suriBundlng his feat wore of a 
I im! to bring aland this result, and 
the exploit Itself was one of the most 
exciting I ever witnessed. 
I never 
heard Burnham c alili by any other 
name or title than ‘scout.* 
He was 
about 35 years obi when he won fame j 
and was a typical American In appear 
a nee. 
lie was born and reared in tho . 
United States, so I was told, but diane i 
e<1 to drift out to South Africa, where I 
he found opportunity for Indulging his 
love of adventure. 
“The cause of the uprising was the 
power the g n a t witch doctor exerted 
over his followers by appealing to their 
superstitions. 
Ile told them that by 
reason of hts c o n j ti rings tile bullets of 
rhe English won Id have no more effect 
on them than so many drops.of wa 
tor. 
This and many other things of a 
similar character they firmly believed. 
with the result that they seemed to 
lose their natural human fear. 
Conse­ 
quently it was determined by those in 
command of the British troops that the 


witch doctor must be taken dead rn 
alive, and orders were issued to that 
effect. 
To aid 
in 
this result Seoul 
Burnham was furnished by the Char 
tered company for a guide and leader 
in tracking tin* chief. 
The Mataltele® 
had. it was believed, taken refuge in 
a certain cave near the top of a hill, 
the approach to which was by a nar­ 
row ravine studded with .a peculiar 
thorn bush having long, white thorns 
which do savage work on the limbs of 
the man or horse that attempts to 
force a way through the undergrowth. 
“AV,* were camped on the plain at tho 
Beginning c\ tins ravine, ana isurnnaui 
started out with two picked men to 
make a recunnolssance. 
Every man 
who saw them go into the thicket 
knew 
that 
they were 
taking 
big 
chances of not returning. 
They went 
forward ’cautiously 
as 
far as they 
could go and dismounted almost at the 
beginning of the ground covered with 
huge bowlders in front of the cave. 
These rocks were spread over quite an 
area of the hillside aud afforded the 
natives an ideal ambush. 
“Suddenly the witch doctor appear­ 
ed at the mouth of the eave, and at 
the same iusiaut Burnham must have 
caught a glimpse of the blacks be­ 
hind the bowlders. 
At any rate, he 
saw they were in a trap and fired at 
the breast of tile chief just in time to 
escape the spear that was thrown at 
his bead. 
Then the men leaped on 
their horses and made a dash down th** 
hill for the ravine. Of course the firing 
was a signal for sending the troops at 
hot pace up the ravine, where they met 
Burnham and his men. 
With the old 
witch doctor dead and his strange pow 
er over the tribesmen at aq end the 
tight was of short duration and result­ 
ed in as significant a victory as had 
been hoped.” 
“Yes,” 
Interrupted 
Ridgwell, 
“the 
caves in the iii I Is were the places to 
the natives always retreated 
when hard pressed. 
It was iii these 
places that they stored their grain, 
and they con bl have stood a long siege 
in those subterranean passages if it 
hadn’t been for the fact that they 
were without water. 
We had beeu 
back In camp at Gwelo only a short 
time when orders came taking us to 
Mashonaland. 
Baden Dowell was In 
command of tile Imperial forces, with 
Colonel I*aget second. 
The Mashonas 
were driven to a big hill which we 
later found was honeycombed with 
caves. 
“ Almost all the natives regard tin* 
imperial soldier with peculiar rever­ 
ence and will never deliberately tire 
upon him, even in a general engage­ 
ment, unless strongly pressed. 
This 
was shown by the fact that the South 
African volunteers were tin* men who 
suffered in a battle with the natives. 
The death rate among the men with 
helmets was comparatively low. There 
was also a general disposition on the 
part of the Matabeles and the Masho­ 
nas to talk aud parley with the im­ 
perial troops. 
These conditions com­ 
bined to make the volunteers bitter to­ 
ward their black foes, while the lat­ 
ter stood in superstitious awe of the 
men with the helmets. 
“Well, when we closed in on the. 
Mashonas, having surrounded the hill, 
the blacks disappeared into their caves, 
Into which we at once began to throw 
shells, having a battery of mule back 
and tripod guns w’ith us. 
Finally the 
big ch ief, whose name was pronounced 
Mashomgombie, stalked boldly out of 
the mouth of the eave aud was evi­ 
dently intending to enter iuto a parley 
with the commander of the Imperial 
forces. 
But a detail of volunteers was 
standing near. and before the chief 
had an opportunity to surrender he 
was riddled by a volley. 
That broke 
the backbone of the uprising. 
Tho 
fight In the caves lasted 30 hours. 
“The 
blunderbusses, 
or 
elephant 
guns, used bv the natives are wicked 
things of enormous bore. The soldiers 
called them ‘family guns,’ for the rea­ 
son that the charges found in those 
which fell Into our hands appeared to 
have been made up by all the members 
of the warrior’s household. The charge 
was a mixture of pot legs, buttons. 
scraps of telegraph wire, stones and 
bits of metal In almost every shape. 
T h e s e arms were never fired from the 
shoulder, but from the hip. 
The wo­ 
men are fully a s good fighters as the 
men—-in fact, I have seen some of the 
latter hide behind their wives, think 
lug the English would not fire on a 
woman warrior. 
“ When going out on a scouting ex­ 
pedition, it Is Impossible to take ra­ 
tions for more than about two weeks. 
After these give out one must rely on 
game, but if this is not to be had wild 
peanuts aud maize ar** the staple ar­ 
ticles of the campaigner’s diet. 
Some­ 
times he gets down to horse meat, and 
I can testify from experience that it 
is uot so had as might be thought. 
The worst sufferings of tin* soldier in 
the Booth African hush arise from the 
lack of water. 
The natives In time of 
war are quick to appreciate this fact 
and destroy the wells after having tak 
en out a good supply of water for 
themselves. 
“Quite a n um ber of soldiers in the 
‘Q u ee u ’s Own’ 
had 
terrible 
experi­ 
ences as a result of getting lost, 
Ser­ 
geant Major Handsley became sejh 
arated from the troops aud wandered 
for five days about tile hills and plains. 
He had no weapon of any kind, but 
fortunately chanced to pick up the bot­ 
tom of a broken bottle thrown aside bv 


some hunter, and with this ne man­ 
aged to scoop up water enough to keep 
him from perishing of thirst. 
Search 
parties were sent out in all directions, 
and at night rockets were sent up to 
attract his 
attention. 
It developed, 
however, that his situation of nights 
was not favorable to taking advantage 
of the friendly signals. 
I.ions were 
many In that section, and they com­ 
pelled him to take refuge iii a tref* 
every night and remain until broad 
daylight. 
At the end of five days we 
found the poor fellow and finally ours 
cd him around all right. 
But otic of­ 
ficer who was lost for three days be­ 
came insane and died as a result of 
his experience. 
“ Hunting the various kinds of deer 
and splendid game birds is the main 
sport of the soldier In South Africa. 
Of course he is fond of football, crick­ 
et and the various athletic sports of 
the camp. Generally speaking, I think 
the soldiers prefer life in South Africa 
to service In India. 
The latter is like 
an oven, but In Africa there is more 
chance to breathe, aud the civilized 
districts are more like the towns of 
the northern lands.” 


TESTING A DYNAMITE SHELL

Major Butler, chief of ordnance at 
Governors island, is kept busy now­ 
adays Inspecting arms aud ordnance 
stores and superintending their ship­ 
ment to San Francisco, whence they 
will I it * s.ait to Manila. 
The greatest 
care is tieing taken iii the inspection, 
and he says only standard munitions 
of war are being sent. as it is the in­ 
tention to equip tho army in the most 
thorough ami effective manner. 
He 
says aUo that much hard work is being 
done at 
the 
I-'a ady 
Hook 
proving 
grounds just now, 
testing mortars, 
guns, gun carriages, detonators, ex­ 
p lo siv es aud projectiles, esp ecial atten- 
ttor b o b 
given to exnerinients with 
dynamite shells. 
The most recent of those was made 
the other day with ti shell made from 
about boo i iou ads of east steel and car­ 
rying 
a 
bursting 
charge 
of 
12b1.* 
pounds of dynamite, says the New 
York Tribune. The shell w as tired from 
an ordinary 12 Inch rifle. 
The charge 
used for tiring was compose^ of brown 
prismatic powder. 
A piece of Harvoy- 
izcd steel. 12 inches thick and especial­ 
ly treated, was placed at an angle of 
l5 d eg rees to the line of tire. 
Behind 
it was a thick backing of oak aud be­ 
hind that a great heap of sand, the 
whole calculated to be stronger than 
tin* side of a battleship. The shell hail 
stored in it, according to estimate, ef­ 
fective energy sufficient to more than 
raise 750,(IOO tons one foot. It was hurl­ 
ed agst inst the steel at a velocity of 
about 2,000 feet a second. 
It struck 
aud exploded with a terrific report and 
blew the steel target clear up the oak 
backing and IT feet to one side. 
Bart of tie* oak hacking and the sand 
lieliind it were also blown away, and 
only about four pounds of the steel 
fragments of the shell were found. 


TEA EXPERIMENTS. 


I*rf>irr«*NM o f C u l t i v a t i o n In t h e S o o t h 
C a r o l i n a G a r d e n . 
Dr. Charles U. Shepard, who Is In 
charge of the experimental tea garden 
at Summerville, S. 
has made a re­ 
port to the secretary of agriculture 
covering the progress made up to date, 
says tin* Washington Star. 
lie says 
there are now about 50 acres of land 
under tea cultivation and that 3,000 
pounds were sold last year at a profit 
of 25 per cent. 
It is estimated that 
when ail tile plants now growing ar­ 
rive at maturity they will yield 10,000 
pounds annually. 
Dr. 8 lie {at rd ex­ 
presses tie* opinion that the fact that 
the tea plants lived through last win­ 
ter, 
when 
the most Intensely cold 
weather in the history of the section 
was experienced, Is a guarantee that 
the weather conditions vs iii prove sat­ 
isfactory. 
The labor problem, he says, has been 
solved by establishing a school for the 
education of negro children in tea 
picking. 
The quality of the tea also 
has proved satisfactory. Of the black 
tea he says, “ It has a distinctly char 
acterlstle flavor and, like some of the 
choicer oriental teas, Its liquor has 
more strength 
thai: its color Indi­ 
cates.” The green tea, he says, has sit 
tra d e d keen interest iii the trade and 
among consum ers, aud he adds that 
"oriental teas can hardly furnish tile 
like In the United States.”

PARISIAN ON DREYFUS CASE. 


F r e n c h S i l k M e r c h a n t T h i n k * a C r i ­ 
s i s In a t l l a n i l F«»r F r a n c e . 
Beni Dm .dei. a wealthy silk mer­ 
chant of Paris, was at toe Auditorium 
Annex the other day, says the Chica­ 
go Record, on ids way to Japan. 
He 
left Paris Aug. 12, just before the 
shooting of La bori. Dreyfus’ counsel. 
Lie said: 
“Nearly as much uncertainty pre­ 
vails in France as to the outcome of 
tin* Dreyfus case as there is in Ameri­ 
ca. 
it will probably be about three 
weeks before judgment is rendered, 
aud, in my opinion, the action of the 
court, no m atter what it may be, will 
precipitate the most dangerous crisis 
France bas bad 
to 
face for many 
years. 
Speaking from general and un­ 
prejudiced observation, I would say 
that in Marseilles, Lyons and the oili­ 
er large cities of France wilt cli are 
manufacturing centers and consequent­ 
ly centers of socialism the majority are 
Dreyfusards. 
In the provinces and 
agricultural districts the sentiment Is 
against the prisoner. 
Paris is divided 
iii about the proportion of two for the 
army to one for Dreyfus. 
The ma­ 
jority of the Parisians express the be­ 
lief that he will be convicted a second 
time, but there are practically no facts 
at hand upon which to base th at be­ 
lief. 
“ With 
scarcely 
an 
exception the 
army officials really believe him guilty. 
General Cfcnnoiue, minister of w ar un­ 
der Blissom who is a man above re­ 
proach, told me after be had resigned 
that he believed Dreyfus guilty. While 
the army wants bim convicted to pro­ 
tect fist lf. it is undoubtedly trite that 
tile 
officers 
really 
believe th at lie 
should 
be convicted 
because he is 
guilty. 
Dreyfus is an exceedingly cold 
and unsympathetic man, who is not 
liked personally even by those who are 
doing the m ost for him. 
In fact, it is 
not a question any longer of the guilt 
or Innocence of an individual, but the 
whole matter is a question of race. 
“In tin* event of an acquittal I do not 
believe that the anti-Drey fun element 
would precipitate a revolution, because 
to do so would la* for the majority to 
rebel, an unheard of and absurd tiling. 
And they would be largely Influenced 
toward peace by commercial reasons 
and the fear of making tile exposition 
a failure. 
But if Dreyfus is convicted 
believe that another revolution will 
be 
probable. 
The 
Jewish 
bankers 
would first exert all their influence to 
secure another hearing for the prison- 
*r, and this failing the worst might lie 
expected. 
“For two years business has been 
very much demoralized iii all branches 
by the Dreyfus excitement. This last 
year it has been especially bad. 
For­ 
eigners and the provincials an* afraid 
to come to Paris. 
The uncertainty as 
to tin* outcome of flu* affair prevents 
wholesalers from laying iii large stocks 
and hurts manufacturing. Investments 
of French capital arc being made else­ 
where titan iii France, 
if Dreyfus is 
convict***!, 
flu* Jewish hankers will 
probably refuse to come to the ald of 
the government, and suspension of pay­ 
ment by tin* overnmetit batiks follow­ 
ed by a panic would not be Improbable. 
Iii short, it 
is 
the 
general opinion 
among the conservative Frenchmen 
that France will lie lucky lf the q u e s ­ 
tion is settled in five years, whether 
Dreyfus is fount! guilty or Innocent, 
aud many believe that peace will not 
lie restored till tin* Jews are driven out 
of France as were the Protestants.” 


RARE POSTAGE STAMP.

The stamp collectors of the country 
are getting excited over a new rarity 
in phllatelism. 
Last December, ac­ 
cording to a Washington dispatch to

letter 
stamps, 
there were *2,000,000 of our ordinary 
pink 2 cent stamps printed with the 
Inscription across the face, “Cuba, 2 1.* 
dc Peso.” This meant two and one* 
half hundredths of one peso, a postal 
rat** which, it seems, dias not exist in 
Cuba. A question of tile rates in Cuba 
arose, and Iii the hurry to get the 
stamps oil tie* order was given for th** 
2L *le im >o stam p tinder the belief 
that tiler** was a 21 _* cent rate of post 
age in ('n' a. 
Later this mistake was discovered, 
aud all th** stam ps not sold were order 
cd returned. 
When the stamps were 
first lssii**d, little attention was paid 
to them by philatelists, but as soon as 
it was announced that a mistake had 
been made aud no more of the stam ps 
wore to bo primed, aud those not sold 
wort* to Im* recalled, th** stamp col­ 
lectors bogan hoarding them, ami they 
ar** now in 
at demand ami will soon 
I** considered *ei> rare.
